Hodgson is very excited at being 
able to see his way of life and his 
educational system in perspective to 
the American scene’ in both 
respects. 

England, he explained, is 
gradually shifting from the ‘‘select- 
method of schooling.

Comprehensive schools are larger 
and need guidance counselors, 
something previously unheard of in 
English Schools. He expects to get a 
good grasp of the system while 
teaching English at Troy. 

Admittance into the teacher 
exchange program was a_ long 
process the visiting educator 
revealed. He was interviewed in 
November, accepted in December 
and then had to wait until the proper 
‘*match’’ could be made. 

When the Hyma-Hodgson pairing 
was set arrangements had to be 
made with the Department of State, 
school districts and in many other 
areas. Finally, domestic details had 
to be arrantged. 

Car insurance and housing were 
high on the list as the two families 
will use each others autos and 
residences for the year. They each 
continue to receive their own salary 
but Hodgson also receives an 
additional grant because of the high 
cost of living in the United States. 

The two families met in 
Washington, D.C., while enroute to 
their new assignments. With Hyma 
is his wife Norma and daughter, 
Wendy, 1S.

Slain in Iran 


Little is known about Don Gordon 
Smith, 43, of Yorba Linda, one of 
three Rockwell International of 
Anaheim employees slain in Iran by 
terrorists last week. 


According to sketchy information, 
Smith and his wife, lived in the city 
only two months prior to leaving for 
the assignment in Iran a year ago. 

Smith and his co-workers, 
William Cottrell and Robert 
Krongard, both Californians, were 
ambushed in their car. They were 
killed by a barrage of automatic 
weapons fire. The slaying occured in 
a suburb of Tehran. 

The trio, according to the U.S. 
Embassy, were working on a 
research project their company was 
doing for the Iranian government. 

Reports said that Smith and his 
companions were being driven to 
work when their car was forced to 
stop by another car. The Iranian 
driver was ordered out and the 
vehicle was sprayed with gunfire. 
The assailants were reported to have 
jumped into another car and driven 
from the scene. 

Smith was said by officials of the 
Autonetics Group of Rockwell to be 
logistics manager of the project. 


Water Rates 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District will increase its rates to both 
commercial and residential custom- 
ers beginning today, Sept. 1, 
general manager Ralph Shook 
announced. The new rate will first 
appear on the November | water 
bills, Shook said. 


The minimum rates for the first 
600 cubic feet of water consumed 
will not be affected, he added, but 
for consumption over 600 cubic feet, 
there will be an increase of 4 cents 
per 100 cubic feet (750 gallons) 

Shook attributed the increase, the 
first since 1974, to increased power 
costs and operating expenses

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A vociferous anu very perturbed 
group of residents from the 
approximately S50 home _ tract 
tucked in the northeast corner of the 
city battled the Traffic Commission 
and city staff last week to alleviate 
traffic conditions within the tract. 

Lobbying for stop signs to reduce 
what they termed ‘‘incredible’’ 
‘unbelievable’ ‘‘really bad’’ and 
‘texcessive’’ speeding and driving 
conditions, the group won some 
concessions. 

The committee and staff want to 
study the situation further before 
making a decision on installing stop 
signs on Ave de Las Flores and Ave 
Del Rey. But they approved striping 
the streets, enforcing speed limits 
and painting the speed limit on the 
street surface. 

Residents complained that Ave 
Del Rey jogs from Fairmont into the 
tract. It is this condition which 
frightens them as speeding cars, 
admittedly driven by residents of the 
tract, make sharp turns around 
corners without reducing speed. 

Most of the problem occurs, 
according to the residents, in 
morning go to work/school hours 
and late afternoon return traffic. 
Evenings after 8 p.m. and_ all 
weekend are other trouble times.

FUHSD Cuts 
Tax Rates 


Ata special meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the Fullerton Union 
High School District, $422,614 was 
cutfrom the already adopted budget 
for 1976-77. The action was taken 
after reviewing the extent of 
potential revenues to the district as a 
result of School financing laws SB 90 
and SB 1941 

Because of the latter legislation, 
the district would have realized an 
estimated $500,727 for the fiscal 
year, Of this, slightly more than 
$78,000, which would be funded by 
the State, will still be allocated to the 
district 

The remainder, $422,014, or the 
amount cut from the budget, would 
have been raised through the levy of 
a local tax. 

However, by opting not to take 
advantage of the school financing 
formula and levying the tax, the 
board has cut the tax rate for local 
property owners by a little over five 
cents. 

This reduction, along with the cut 
already made when the final budget 
was adopted, totals a savings of 14 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation 
over last year. 

This action also means, however, 
a sizeable reduction in the general 
reserve fund, out of which any 
reinstatement of cut programs or 
wage adjustments will be made. 
This will necessitate an establish- 
ment of priorities be made as to the 
potential allocation of these reserve 
funds.
